HARRISBURG (UPI) - Two 
Pittsburgh men have fought off 
attempts for their extradition to 
North Carolina where they are 
charged with taking part in a 
basketball point shaving scheme. 
Gov. David L. Lawrence rejected 
yesterday the warrants issued for 
Morris Heyison and Frank Car- 
done, accused of bribery and con­ 
spiracy to bribe in connection 
with a Feb. 13, 1960, game be­ 
tween North Carolina State and 
Maryland at Raleigh. 
Lawrence acted on the recom­ 
mendation of the state Justice De­ 
partment which contended North 
Carolina authorities failed to cite 
sufficient grounds for the extra­ 
dition of either man. 
Charges were brought against 
Heyison and Cardona ta Wake 
Comity, N.C., on the testimony of 
Paul F. Walker, New York City, 
who has pleaded guilty to charges 
of bribery and conspiracy to bribe 
in the case which also involves 
two members of the North Caro­ 
lina State team. 
Walker has maintained Heyison 
sent him $4,000 to bet on the 
game, and that Cardone had re­ 
jected a similar proposition. Heyi­ 
son. a parking lot operator and 
used car dealer, has denied the 
allegations.

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NEW YORK (UPI) -Michael 
Joseph O'Connor, one of th e 
FBI’s IO most wanted fugitives 
sought for a New Jersey murder, 
faced arraignment today following 
his arrest in a restaurant here. 
FBI agents seized O'Connor, 
alias "Moon Mullins," without a 
struggle Friday night and charged 
him with the fatal shooting of 
longshoreman Michael Walsh in a 
Jersey City taproom last Aug. 27. 
A veteran ex-convict with a rec­ 
ord dating back to 1927, O'Connor 
told FBI agents he was tired of 
running. He admitted he was glad 
it was over and offered no resist­ 
ance. 
FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
said O’Connor had been hiding out 
in a New York City hotel since 
the mid-summer slaying of the 
42-year old Walsh in Rocky's 
Tavern. Police had linked O’Con­ 
nor to the slaying through mug 
shots but were unable to establish 
any apparent reason for the kill­ 
ing.
